U-2 pilot Powers 
killed in crash 


LOS ANGELES (UPI). — Francis 
Gary Powers, the former U-2 pilot 
who was shot down over the Soviet 
Union 17 years ago, was killed 
yesterday along with another man in 
the crash of a KNBC-TV helicopter 
in a field in the San Fernando Valley 
suburb of VanNuys, police reported. 

Powers, who for the last several 
years has flown helicopters for radio 
and television stations reporting 
tr affi c conditions over the sprawling 
Los Angeles metropolitan area, was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

It was on May 1. 1960, that Powers 
was shot down over the Soviet Union 
while spying on Russia and 
parachuted to safety. 

The incident created an inter- 
national furor which wrecked a big 
power summit conference in Paris 
between the U.S., USSR, Britain and 
France. Powers spent 21 months in a 
Soviet prison before Ms release.

First reading for bill 

offences 


to try

The Knesset last night voted 41-86 
to pass on its-first reading what will 
probably 'become known as “the 
Flatto- Sharon law,” and referred the 
biU to the committee. 

The bill would empower the courts 
to try Israe JH-ftizens or residents for- 
etimes committed abroad Instead Of 

extraditing them. It would similarly 
empower the Justice Minister to 
order persons- who. have been con- 
victed abroad but have not served 
their full sentences to serve them, in 
an Israeli prison. 

The vote was . strictly along 
coaHtionroppositlon Ones, with two 
exceptions: the Democratic Move- 
ment far Change’s BinyaxntoHalevy 
voted with the majority, and his 
comrade, Mbrdechai Elgrably, did 
not '.vote at all. 

In presenting the bifl.and replying 
to the 2%-hour debate. Deputy 
Minister Ydram Aridor tacitly con- 
firmed a newspaper report, referred 
to by several speakers, that the 
government intended to convene the 
committee and the plenary daring 
the recess in order to rush the biU 
through its two final readings into 
law. The Knesset recesses tomorrow 
night till early October. 

Aridor noted that the principles of 
. this law were those on which 95 per 
cent of the world’s extradition 
treaties were based, with only the 
^U.S., Canada and Britain extraditing 
their citizens “without serious reser- 
vations." 

On the other hand, he said, agree- 
ing with most of the speakers, we did 
not wish to turn Israel Into a haven 
for criminals, so the biU provided for 


local trial and imprisonment for 
crimes Israeli citizens or residents 
commit abroad- 

Most of the opposition speakers 
referred to the bill's retroactivity 
clause, which would make it apply, if 
it becomes law, also to offences com- 
mitted before it is enacted and 
promulgated. Many of them said thia- 
clause made it clear that the bill was 
“tailor-made” to' apply to “a certain : 
person.” 

Curiously, however, none of the 
speakers made more than the most 
oblique reference to the specific 
Identity of that person except one of 
the bill’s most passionate defenders, 
Agudat Ylsrael's Shlomo Ya'acov 
Gross. He referred to the fact that 
France had just excluded Israel 
from the provisions of an anti- 
boycott law, and said, waving his 
hand In Samuel Flatto- Sharon's 
direction: “Here among us sits a 
Jew who is afraid to go. back to 
France to face trial because they 
might take it out on him on account 
of his Jewishness!" 

The plenary chamber and cabinet 
table had been virtually empty 
throughout the debate. But while 
Gross, the penultimate speaker, was 
on the podium, several younger 
members of both the coalition and 
opposition parties were seen rushing 
in andout of the chamber, and within 
a few minutes there was a mass in- 
flux of MKs. And by the time Aridor 
rose to deliver his reply, there were 
five ministers at the table, including 
the Prime Minister. 

Except for a brief retreat, Flatto- 
Sharon was there throughout, hitch- 
ed to his simultaneous-translation 
device. He voted with the majority. 


New settlements may 
be decided on today

. "Ha’aretz” reported yesterday 
that the committee’s chairman. 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, 
had discussed establishing ten new 
cities in Judea and Samaria at a 
meeting with World Zionist 
Organization officials before Prime 
Minis ter Menahem Begin went to the 
U.S; 

The committee members.- 
ministers and members of the WZO 

were also not Informed in advance 

of the agenda 'before last week's 
meeting, at which they decided to 
recognize Eton Moreh (Kaddum), 
Ofra and Ma'&le Adumlm aa perma- 
nent settlements. 

Cabinet Secretary Arye Naor told 


The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
the agenda had not been distributed 
because Sharon was away touring 
Gush Emunim settlements In 
Samaria. 

•. But he said there was “no special 
significance" fo its not being dis- 
tributed' in advance, noting.that new 
government policy calls for 
publishing such details only after the 
meeting. 


Yesterday’s “Ha’aretz" report 
said that Agency officials have 
recommended establishing two big 
cities and several small, villages 
because of a shortage of settlers — 
but that Sharon was not convinced. 


Gush Emunim has said it has ten 
settlement groups ready to move 
and two more being organized. It has 
proposed 12 settlement sites. Likud 
MK Pessah (hrupper told The Post 
the Gush Emunim plan was similar 
to the Likud's. 

On Sunday night five settlement 
groups affiliated with the Likud’s 
La'am. faction were officially 
proclaimed.

‘not rosy’

Yigael Yadin said last night that 
the chances of his Democratic Move- 
ment for Change joining the coalition 
were "less than rosy." • 

Yadin made his prediction — two 
days before his movement's Council 

meets to discuss the negotiations — 
after the DMC’s coalition 
negotiators reached an Impasse with 
the National Religious Party and 
Agudat Yisrse! over the issue of 
electoral reform. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
meanwhile urged the DMC and the 
NRF to reconsider their stands 
before the next meeting, scheduled 
for this evening. He repeated his call 
for a national unity government. 

Both the DMC and the Likud have 
proposed that the country be divided 
into 16 regions. Prominent among 
the matters discussed at yesterday’s 
Likud-DMC-NRP-Aguda meeting at 
the Knesset yesterday was a 
proposal by the Likud’s Moshe 
Nlsslxn that about 80 members of the 
320 Knesset members be elected 
from these regions. Votes not used 
toward a seat in a region would be 
pooled to determine who would get 
the 40 remaining seals. (For ex- 
ample': if it takes 20,000 votes for a 
seat in a region and a party wins only 
ttjOOO — those 19,000 will go to the 
co untry -wide pool. A party which 
gains 21,000 votes will get a seat and 
Its remaining 1,000 votes will go to 
the national pool.) 

However, the NRP yesterday op- 
posed both the 16 regions and the 
pool. Its Knesset faction 
overwhelmingly rejected dividing 
the country into more than six 
regions, and Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg said its agreement to that 
many regions was in Itself a com- 
promise. The party does not want the 
system changed, he said. 

Agudat Yisrael refused to be 
pressured into giving an Immediate 
answer. MK Shlomo Lorincz explain- 
ed that for bis party “this Is a ques- 
tion of to be or not to be or. at least, 
of cutting our power." He noted that 
his party was not anxious to give in 
to the DMC because It la “a little bit 
anti-religious." 

The DMC. for Its part, did not 
react to the Likud proposal. Yadin 
told The Jerusalem Post "there is no 
sense In discussing it If the NRP do 
not agree to divide the country into 
16 regions." 

Yesterday’s abortive coalition- 
widening meeting was preceded In 
the morning by what the DMC called 
an “informal" meeting of a sub- 
committee on electoral reform. That 
meeting, scheduled for 11 a.m. at 
NRF offices intbe Knesset, got off to 
adelayed start as its host, theNRP’s 
Yehuda Ben-Meir, failed to show up 
on time. 

DMC MK Meir Zorea walked out at 
11.30 and, — when Ben-Meir arrived 
15 minutes later ~ refused to return. 
But the 'other members discussed 
matters with Yoram Alster and 
Akiva Meir of the DMC. 

( Be gin bad meanwhile urged the 
negotiators to consider two com- 
promise .proposals : 

• That the DMC Join the coalition 
while a special committee discusses 
the electoral reform. 

• That the country be divided Into 
10 regions. 

A Likud participant reported that 
the DMC had rejected the first 
proposal and the NRP endorsed it. 
The NRP rejected the second 
suggestion and the DMC did not 
react. 

Meanwhile, the DMC has backed 
down on Yadin’s demand earlier this 
week that Its MKs be free to vote ac- 
cording to their consciences on 
religions issues even in votes of con- 
fidence. 

There was . still no agreement on 
portfolios and division of power. 

The DMC reiterated its demand 
for inclusion of- the Health portfolio 
in the Ministry of Social Betterment 
which it has been offered. But Begin 
replied that the incumbent minister, 
Eli ezer Shostak, will not give up his 
post, nor will his La'am faction 
agree to his removal. 

Begin suggested that MK Zorea be 
Deputy Minister of Interior in 
charge of the police. ' 

Zorea replied that he never 
authorised anyone to say he wants 
the Job. 

DMC Knesset member Amnon 
Rubinstein declared that he did not 
want to be a minister but will rem ain 
in the DMC even if it joins the coali- 
tion. He told The Post he did not want 
a cabinet post "for personal 
reasons.”' 

After the meeting Begin told 
reporters that a major effort had 
been made to bring the DMClnto the 
coalition. He told reporters that the 
outstanding problems could be solv- 
ed "if not within 2i hours, then 
within a few weeks. There's a ques- 
tion of the nation's future, relations 
with the U.S., the Geneva conference 
— and I want the DMC to Join." 


Ehrlich promises 
growth by 1978 


Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
said last night that 1978 would see an 
end. to the no-growth economic policy 
with the government encouraging 
renewed “selective” expansion in ex- 
port industries while keeping the 
standard of living on a tight rein. 

Speaking on Israel Radio's “On 
People and Numbers” economic 
programme, Ehrlich said it “would 
not be too bad if there were no rise In 
the standard of living next year 
also.” While promising that this 
would not apply to the poorer sectors 
of the population, -the minister added 
that “belt tightening la not an aim" 
but “we have not tightened the belt 


enough yet.

Vance and Sadat keep 
silent on negotiations

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat and U.8. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance last night 
began talks in Alexandria on the 
formulation of guidelines for Hie 
reconvening of the Geneva Mid- 
dle East conference before the 
end of the year. 

At the end of his first — three-and- 
a-half-hour-long — meeting with 
Sadat, Vance said he had brought 
with him ideas that may break the 
ice on the question of Palestinian 
representation at Geneva. 

The Secretary, who said that he 
was bearing American procedural 
and substantive proposals, arrived 
earlier in the evening at the Egyp- 


tian Mediterranean coastal city on 
the first leg of a 12-day tour of five 
Arab nations and Israel. 

In marked contrast to Vance's 
first visit to the region last 
February, the officials accom- 
panying the Secretary were reported 
to be generally cautious, to the point 
of secrecy, on specifics. . 

They would only say that Vance’s 
current mission was intended “to 
find feasible solutions to practical 
problems.” The problems are 
reported to Involve such questions as 
the nature of a final peace, the scope 
• of Israeli pullbacks and the future of 
the Palestinians. 

Sadat was reluctant to make 
statements to newsmen after 
Vance’s arrival. Cairo radio quoted 
him as having advised cor- 


U.S. doubts PLO would 
admit Israel’s existence

WASHINGTON. — U.S. officials do 
not believe that the PLO will either 
accept Israel's right to exist or UN 
Security Council resolutions 242. and 
338, as President Jimmy Carter has 
suggested it do in order to quality for 
U.S. recognition. 

In disclosing this U.S. assessment 
yesterday, officials here were mak- 
ing the point that Israel probably has 
nothing to fear from the recent spate 
of remarks by Carter, which have 
been interpreted here as somewhat' 
of a weakening of America's opposi- 
tion to the FLO. 

During the past few days. Carter 
has begun stating in positive terms 
that the U.S. would deal with the 
PLO if it accepted Israel's right to 
exist or resolutions 242 and 338 as a 
basis for negotiations at Geneva. In 
the past, American spokesmen have 
always implied this position, but 
they phrased it in negative terms: 
the U.S. will not deal with the PLO 
because it refuses to accept Israel 
and the resolutions. 

American officials have always 
been vague in explaining what the 
U.S. might do if the PLO should 
change its stance. In a press con- 
ference two months ago. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance said only that 
the U.S. would review its position un- 
der such circumstances, without 
saying outright that the U.S. would 
in fact begin talks with the PLO. 

But now the Americans are mak- 
ing their position vis-a-vis the PLO 
more explicit. 

The U.S. assessment however is 
that PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
cannot publicly come around and 
accept Israel or the resolutions at 
this time without causing a major 


split within his organization. Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat and 
other “moderate" Arab leaders 
have been urging the PLO to adapt 
"to the new realities" but Arafat is 
said to fear reprisals from his more 
extremist followers. 

Vance, who arrived In Egypt 
yesterday, is attempting to break the 
current impasse preventing the con- 
vening of the Geneva conference — 
the q uestion of Palestinian represen- 
tation. Israel opposes the PLO’s 
presence at Geneva, while the Arabs 
maintain that it should attend. 

Sadat sounded optimistic the other 
day. telling an American TV 
programme that the question of 
Palestinian representation could be 
resolved “if Israel intends, really for 
peace, to achieve peace, to establish 
peace." But he did not elaborate. 

It is thought here that the 
Americans, together with Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia. Jordan and Syria, will 
be trying to find some sort of f ape- 
saving formula whereby the con- 
ference could be convened — without 
the PLO, assuming that organization 
retains its current position. 

Meanwhile, officials here have not 
yet clarified reports that the U.S. 
Government approved a British 
proposal to sell 250 Rolls Royce Spey 
engines to Egypt to be used in its 
Soviet-made Mig-21 jets. 

Congressional sources have main- 
tained that the administration was 
giving its permission to the sale as 
required by law. since the Spey 
engine Includes U.S. -supplied 
technology and components. Two 
American companies, We sting ho use 
and General Electric, are said to be 
involved in the transaction. 

The State Department spokesman 
.would not comment yesterday.

Ethiopia and Somalia 


swap atrocity charges 


NAIROBI (UPI). — Ethiopia and 
Somalia yesterday accused each 
other of the cold-blooded massacre of 
hundreds of civilians and bombing by 
attack planes, os the Ogaden desert 
war went into its third month. 

In the ground war, Somali In- 
surgents said they killed 166 Ethio- 
pian troops, captured another 1.000 
and shot down 23 warplanes in the 
latest fighting during the weekend. 

Guerrillas of th e. We stern Somali 
Liberation Front (WSLF) said they 
now controlled 500 towns and villages 
in -the Ogaden, on area of southeast 
Ethiopia the size of the United 
Kingdom. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
guerrilla claims were wildly ex-, 
aggerated but agreed that the in- 
surgents, fighting to make the 
Ogaden part of a "Greater Somalia," 
now controlled much of the area. 

Government troops had been con- 
centrated along an east-west axis in 
the Important towns of Dire Dawa, 
Harar and Jljlga, which guard the 
main approaches to the capital of Ad- 
dis Ababa and the rest of Ethiopia. 

Bolstered by the arrival of 
thousands of fresh regular troops and 
peoples militia and new supplies of 
Soviet weapons, the Ethiopians were 
expected to start a counter-offensive 
shortly. 

A new element was added to the 
conflict with charges of atrocities. 

Mogadishu radio accused Ethio- 


pian troops, on the personal orders of 
strongman Lt.-Col. Mengistu Haile 
Mariam, of massacring hundreds of 
old men, women and children on July 
27 near Dire Dawa and Harar. 

The cold-blooded murders, the 
radio said, were ordered because 
Ogaden civilians, all of them of 
Somali ethnic origin, supported and 
welcomed the guerrillas during the 
war. 

Ethiopia radio charged that Somali 
warplanes, tanks and artillery blitz- 
ed several areas during the weekend. 
Including the towns of Aware and 
Degahabur, and the attacks “caused 
heavy casualties among old people, 
children and women." 

The Soviet Union, meanwhile. 
Issued a broad Indictment of U.S. in- 
tentions In the Horn of Africa, ac- 
cusing Washington of attempting -to 
topple revolutionary regimes in the 
volatile region: 

A commentary in "Izvestia" 
yesterday charged that the U.S. was 
behind the Eritrean separatist move- 
ment which Is battling the Ethiopian 
Government, and Arab attempts to 
win Somalia away from Soviet in- 
fluence. 

The article follows a prolonged 
silence in the Soviet press about 
clashes in the Horn, where the 
Eritreans are fighting the Ethiopians 
in the north and Somalian separatists 
are fighting the Ethiopians in the 
Ogaden desert.

Vance's trip follows a series of 
visits to Washington by Middle East 
leaders, with whom President Jim- 
my Carter discussed possible ways 
of breaking the Middle East 
deadlock. 

“We have had discussions with ail 
the leaders and the conclusions one 
gets from what the leaders have said 
was that they wished to go to a 
Geneva conference," the Secretary 
said last night. "They are prepared 
for negotiations without precon- 
ditions," be added, noting that the 
aim of his discussions with Sadat in 
Alexandria would be ‘‘to speed this 
process and to move toward a just 
and lasting peace." 

Although the emphasis was on 
clearing a way to the negotiating 
table, officials accompanying Vance 
were quoted as saying that the 
Secretary would still try to reach 
prior agreement on the substantive 
issues. 

Egyptian officials yesterday in- 
dicated that Sadat planned to put 
forward alternative proposals for 
Palestinian representation should 
the Arab demand for the participa- 
tion of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization obstruct efforts to 
reconvene Geneva. 

They nevertheless implied that 
Egypt would continue to Insist on the 
presence in Geneva of a Palestinian 
delegation, either independent or 
part of the Jordanian delegation. In- 
dications were that Syria, and even 
Jordan itself, would adopt an Iden- 
tical stand to that of Egypt. 

Amman's acquiescence to a 
Palestinian presence has been at- 
tributed to Premier Menahem 
Begin 1 s recent contesting of Jor- 
dan’s claim to the West Bank. Jor- 
dan's implicit rejoinder to this Is: 
the West Bank is a territory which 
belonged to Jordan — failing that. It 
is a land which belongs to the 
Palestinians. 

Vance is due to fly to Damascus 
via Beirut tomorrow, and will later 
visit Jordan and Saudi Arabia before 
coming to Israel early next week. 

He Is expected to wind up his talks 
with Sadat tonight. Both men are 
scheduled to address a press con- 
ference. 


Carter: 
Spotlighting 
Geneva may 
bring success

WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter says that the focusing of 
"public att.ntion and public in- 
fluence” on the Geneva Peace 
Conference “will be conducive to 
success." 

Carter made this statement in a 
portion of an Interview with "Time" 
Magazine which was not published 
by the magazine but was released 
yesterday by the White House In an 
official transcript. The condensed 
portion carried by “Time" was 
published in The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

In the newly-released section, the 
President also discloses that the 
positions of the Arab states are by no 
means united. “Some of the Arab 
leaders say they will go (to Geneva) 
as individual negotiating groups," 
Carter said. “Others say the Arabs 
will go as a combined group." 

Carter also says that "different 
Arab leaders have different opinions 
that are in conflict as to how the 
Palestinians should be represented. 
So there are differences on both 
sides with our own generally- 
expressed positions, hut I do not see 
this as a necessary obstacle to 
achievement." 

Carter ruled out any contact 
between the U.S. and the PLO until 
that organization accepts Israel's 
right to exist and Security Council 
resolutions 242 and 338. "Mr. 
Kissinger and the Presidents with 
whom he served (Nixon and Ford) 
made public and private com- 
mitments that as long as the PLO 
openly professed a determination to 
destroy Israel as a, nation, that we 
would not recognize them or 
negotiate with them. And I have also 
adopted that position." 

When the interviewer asked 
whether all items were negotiable at 
Geneva, including the West Bank 
and the participation of the PLO at 
the conference, the President 
replied: “Mr. Begin has said many 
times all items are negotiable." 

Question: "He also said he doesn't 
think Israel should give up the West 
Bank." 

Carter: "I understand that, and 
the Arabs have similar caveats. 
They say they do not see any 
possibility of ceding any areas to 
Israeli control or departing one inch

TEL AVIV (Itim). — One of the 
owners of an Israeli-based inter- 
national computer data processing 
company whose services are used by 
the Treasury and the Defence 
Ministry was brought before a 
magistrate here yesterday on suspi- 
cion of large-scale income tax eva- 
sion. 

Binyaznin Yohananof was released 
on $500,000 (about Rfim.) after chief 
Income Tax investigator Mishael 
Cohen asked that his passport be im- 
pounded since'the investigation into 
the Vaduz-related affairs of his IPA 
company is only at the beginning. 
The judge, however, allowed 
Yohananof to leave the country for a 
few weeks after setting the ball. 

Cohen told the judge that IPA has 
been running at a loss for years and 
Yohananof is suspected of diverting 
the company's real profits to a sub- 
sidiary in the tax haven of Vaduz, 
Liechtenstein. 

Yohananof, according to the tax 
Investigator, owned 83 per cent of the 
Vaduz IPA World Trade Establish- 
ment. The Israeli IPA was founded 
in 1970 and for the first two years did 
not have any income but only a run- 


ning deficit. In 1973 IPA had a tur- 
nover of !L3.3m. with a profit of only 
HJ 20.000. Cohen said. 

The Vaduz company sold the 
Israeli firm and all its supplies while 
Yohananof kept all the profits in tax- 
free Vaduz with the Israeli IPA run- 
ning at a loss, Cohen alleged. 

The tax .authorities suspect the 
Israeli firm of adding fictitious ex- 
penses to its balance sheet to appear 
unprofitable in order to evade tax, 
and of depositing brokerage fees for 
sale of equipment in Israel Into 
foreign accounts. 

Cohen said his investigators have 
several documents belonging to the 
Vaduz and Israeli firms which rein- 
force their suspicions. On looking at 
Yobananof's file in the tax archives 
he found that in 1973 the suspect had 
declared an Income of ILL2.000; in 
1974. H29.0QO and in 1975 1155.000. In 

his capital declaration in 1974, the 

tax investigator said, Yohananof had 
said he had ILl 30,000 more liabilities 
than assets. The company owner's 
low declared Income during the 
years he was operating an inter- 
national concern was auspicious and 
needs investigation.

Two policemen will be charged 
before a police disciplinary panel for 
using "more than reasonable" force 
while arresting Jerusalem musician 
Han Novokovitz, acting southern dis- 
trict commander Tat-Nitzav 
Binyamin Gil ad said last night.

The Treasury '8 budget division op- 
poses Construction and Housing 
Minister Gideon Patt's proposal to 
improve foe terms of mortgages 
available to young couples and other 
beneficiaries of public housing 
assistance programmes, it was 
learned yesterday in Jerusalem. 

Patt wants to remove the 
limitations on foe size of a flat which 
can be purchased with a government 
mortgage. Speaking to foe Associa- 
tion of Building Contractors last 
week, Patt said that he wants to do 
away with foe limit of 72 square 
metres per flat. Young couples, he 


said, should he enabled to purchase 
larger apartments. He also wants to 
lift foe ban on purchasing a flat 
• worth more than IL300.000, (11550.- 
000 in Jerusalem) with a government 
■ mortgage. 

Treasury sources said that Patt’s 
proposal would increase foe number 
of those eligible for mortgages from 
public funds and subsidize foe cost of 
larger and more expensive 
apartments for those who can afford 
to buy them without mortgages. 
They admitted, however, that foe 
present limitations are often cir- 
cumvented — a flat may be split into 
separate parts In order to reduce the 
total area, for instance. 


Netivot Industrialized Housing Com- 
pany. Packaged, it takes up 65 cubic 
metres.

However, the next 
elections to the local authorities are 
expected in May — and "we don’t 
have the money for a new cam- 
paign,” he said. 


MK takes up case of Jordanian 
Senator’s return to Jerusalem

A M&pam MK is appealing to the 
Defence Minister to allow an 80- 
year-old Jordanian senator and 
former diplomat to return to Ms 
home in Jerusalem. 

In a parliamentary question to 
Minister Ezer Weizman.

Feder's question was why Atalla 
should not be let back in now. 

One of Feder's associates said that 
in 1967 the top Cabinet Ministers in- 
volved were split among themselves . 
over the wisdom of encouraging the 
unfreezing of foe blocked bank ac- 
counts. and foe Defence Ministry 
halted all handling* of foe issue by 
barring Atalla's return. The case 
was brought to Feder's notice by a 
colleague who met Atalla in London, : 
foe associate said. 


Bright-ideas institute serves inventive Israelis

TEL AVTV. — Two Russian im- 
migrants — a scientist and an 
engineer — have set up a non-profit 
organization to help inventors and 
innovators sell their ideas to local in- 
dustry and investors — particularly 
ideas which could bring the country 
export profits. 

The two-month-old institute, with 
its four-member staff, opened in 
May. The Absorption Ministry has 
budgeted ILl. 750, 000 for foe project, 
but the institute's founders hope to 
get support from other government 
agencies, and from industry and 
other contributors. 

Eventually, they hope their work 
will be supported by royalties from 
use of foe ideas they help sell, which 
is the way similar innovations- 
institutes operate abroad. 

Professor Israel Averbuch, the In- 
stitute’s director and a specialist in 
non-destructive testing, said that 
over 400 ideas have been brought to 
the institute in its few months of ex- 
istence — most of them imprac- 
ticable. 

Some had come from dreamers, 
adventurers or sick people: for in- 
stance, one came in with a portfolio 
of drawings to prove that nuclear 
energy found in water could be used 
to operate an automobile motor, hi 
other cases, foe idea might have 
been good but was insufficiently 
developed, and still others were good 
but had too little profit potential for 1 
the institute to take them under its I 
wing. 

Nevertheless, after careful ex- 
amination by experts working with 
the institute, 80 of the 400 Ideas had 
been found appropriate for further 
work. Half of these are still under 
serious Investigation, and the other 
half are already in use or are ready 
to be used if an Interested investor 
can be found, Averbuch said. 

Some small projects, such as a 
new tomato paste (90 per cent' 
tomato and 10 per cent water, in- 
stead of the 50/50 concentration in 
most pastes) have already been 
marketed. A new glue, which is both 
cheaper and stronger than other 
available brands, has also been 
successful, co-founder Aron Ehtia, 
the institute’s engineer, said. 

In some cases, a model of a new 
machine has been built and is now 
being used in manufacturing. One 


such is a machine to take straws out 
of empty soft-drink , bottles , now be- 
ing used at the Coca Cola bottling 
plant in Petab TIkva to replace the 
manual work of four women. 

"It’s very good that one model was 
built." Entia said. "But we are in- 
terested in wider exploitation and in 
export.” 

There are other projects endorsed 
by the institute where even the 
prototype model is still a dream. One 
is an X-ray analyzer which gives 
continuous data on changes which 
materials undergo on their way 
through a production line. Machines 
of this type are already being built, 
but those in the West are more ex- 
pensive and bigger than those built 
in the Soviet Union. 


Asked If the institute might he 
biting off more than a small country 
can chew. Averbuch said: "we have 
an alternative: we can all go to 
America. A few Russian immigrant 
scientists and engineers have, 'but 
we want to develop things here in- 
stead." 


The institute is by no means 
limited to inventors and. Innovators 
of Soviet origin. Immigrants from 
anywhere, and native Israelis, are 
all welcome to submit ideas. 
However, its founders are obviously 
particularly sensitive to the special 
problems of immigrant Soviet scien- 
tists and technologists. 


“We have people here who not only 
have the Soviet know-how but can 
Improve on it," Averbuch said. "But 

even to build a prototype of the 
machine could cost up to a million 
pounds and we can’t find investors 
ready to put up the money." 

Another, example is 
meteorological balloons . Here, too, 
the purpose is to exploit Soviet know- 
how. not otherwise available In foe 
West, with improvements made by 
former Soviet scientists now living 
here. But Israel does nothavea latex 
industry (foe balloons are made of 
latex) and this adds to foe dif- 
ficulties of putting such an idea into 
production here. 


In the Soviet Union, work in 
science and technology Is highly 
specialized and compartmentalized. 
When someone who has worked in a 
very specialized area — and become 
an expert in it — comes here, he 
must become more versatile to' find 
a place in foe local labour market. 

“They can get jobs and earn 
livings," Averbuch said. "But they 


can’t get to use their specialized 
know-how. We want to help them use 
it, for their sake and because of what 
it could contribute to the country." 

Averbuch hopes that both In- 
novators and potential investors will 
come to visit foe institute at 37 
Rothschild Boulevard, telephone 
622921. i 

Shmuel Attiya, director of absorp- 
tion services in the Ministry of Ab- 
sorption, said that some of the im- 
migrants’ ideas "may be too big for 
local Industry, but after a while they 
will learn the limitations and cut 
their aspirations down to size." 

He said that the ILl.750,000 
allocated to the institute by foe 
ministry is being doled out gradual- 
ly, according to the institute’s 
needs, with foe ministry having full 
control over how its money Is spent. 

The Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce is also involved with the 
institute, hi many cases, it will give 
Investors in institute projects from 
50 to 80 per cent of 1 he capital invest- 
ment if foe investor puts up foe rest-

What about those textbook Bata for 
the Fall which were promised in 
June?, one parent wanted to know.. 

Is it true this headmaster Is being 
ousted?, asked a teacher, hinting it 
was about time. 

Why not get rid of the matricula- 
tion exams altogether?, a student 
suggested. They encourage us to 
play for three years and only work 
hard during the last year of high 
school. “ 

These and other ijuestion>, 
opinions and criticism flowed from 8 
a.m. to 2.30 p.m. yesterday into a 
grey phone in the office of ESiezer 
Shmueli, director-general of the 
Education Ministry. The phone-in 
was designed to clarify problems 
before school opens on September 1. 

Some of the questions Sh amed 
fielded himself. Others were 
answered by Dr. Yael Posner, head 
of educational administration. And' 
around the ministry, senior ad- 
ministrators made themselves 
available to. funds h information on 
their respective domains. 

What were the answers like? 
About the first matter, Posner noted 
that headmasters had been-ln- 
structed to issue' book-lists two 
weeks before the end of last year's 
term. Some had, some hadn’t — 
"Not a very successful 
arrangement." she said, and 
apologized in the name of. the head- 
masters who hadn't. 

As a result, she said, the ministry 
would prevail upon teachers to give 
two weeks' leeway this Fall, and not 
require that students have all their 
books by the first week of school. 

About the headmaster, Shm ueli 
noted that the Jerusalem school in- 
volved was a city school, and that the 
municipal education department 
was responsible for firing. Shmueli 
said he was discussing the matter 
with the Teachers' Union, however, 
and that there was a chance the 
headmaster would agree to take on 
“some other work." He wouldn’t In- 
dicate what that work might be. 

The student’s suggestion about 
matriculation was heard with in- 
terest by Shmueli, who said the 
ministry would be takingup the prin- 
ciple of matriculation exams this 
year. (So far, he has referred to 
them as “a necessary eviL”) 

Open windows, a fan and im- 
pressive self-control seemed to keep 
the room cool even when the 
criticism — of the middle-school 
reform or the long school day, for In- 
stance — waxed hot. The ministry of- 
ficials took notes on every call, 
despite the steady flow. Posner 
sipped a cold drink and caught her 


breath between calls; With no time 
for lunch, Shmueli chomped a 
sandwich- on one side of hie mouth 
and held the receiver at the other. 

No one had asked them to hold the 
phone-in, Posner -noted. - If they 
couldn’t do It with patience, there 
was no point In trying to establish 
direct contact with- the public." 

- Some questioners wanted to know 
the amount of extra charges a school 
could make — for building im- 
provements, for instance. Posner ex- 
plained that the ceiling for such fees 
had not yet been Bet. 

Others asked about crisis areas ex- 
- pec ted to develop when school opens 
in September. These include Petah 
TCkva, where parents oppose some 
■efforts at Implementing the 
-"reform s," and Afula, where 
relations between parents, teachers 
and administrators arc strained 
-over implementation of the long 
school day. In both -cases, com- 
mittees have been set up to resolve 
the dispute. 

Jerusalem parents of children 
with special educational problems, 
like others with specific problems, 
were invited to call again and set up 
an appointment with Shmueli. 

Despite some heavy criticism 
from callers, the general tone of the 
talk was friendly. Shmueli (who has 
tried the open line once or .twice 
before) thought the experience was 
"amazing." Posner said the 
onslaught left no time for real; dis- 
cussion of teaching, but called' the 
method very useful for giving out in- 
formation and clearing up mis- 
understanding. 

In answer to a question from this 
reporter, Shmueli said the 
recommendations of .the' Shoshani 
Committee on reducing extra school 
expenses far parents 'had not been 
accepted. But neither had they been 
rejected, she added: 

The committee, headed by the 
ministry's Dr. Shimahon Shoshani. 
had worked for several months with 
all parties concerned In the produc- 
tion and marketing of textbooks, 
school-uniforms, etc., and submitted 
its recommendations last April. 

The recommendations simply re- ' 
quired too much ministry money for 
implementation, Shmueli said. One 
of the sorest points is apparently the 
suggestion that the ministry .finance 
school trips as part of the 
curriculum, sinde many parents can- 
not afford to do ao. 

Sh mueli said that to implem ent the 
recommendations would increase 
the ministry’s expenses by about 
TL 200 m. . — at a time when the 
ministry had just fought to reduce its 
budget-cut from the ILl08.5m. 
demanded to HA 6m. 


Overbooking eliminated 
in Israel’s hotels 


Jemsalem Fast Reporter ^ -- 

The problem of overbookihg^Bas 
been effectively eliminated In the 
country '8 hotels, director of the 
Hotel Association, Moahe Amir, told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Speaking at a news conference in 
Jerusalem, Amir noted that the 
hotels in the capital are almost, but 
not quite, fully booked. But he stress- 
ed that the practice by which hotels 
would accept mare reservations 
than they had space for, has been 
stamped out. 

He said that the association was 
keeping close watch over its 
members in this matter. In the past,, 
tourists had often complained that 
they arrived' at hotels, in which 
rooms were reserved for them, only 
to find that they had no accommoda- 
tion. 

But Jerusalem was still a 
bottleneck. Tourists would not visit 
the country If they could not be 
assured of at least a few days in the' 
Holy City, and there were simply not 
enough hotel rooms available. 

In this context he pointed out the 
absurdity of the government's 
charter rules, which came Into force 
last year, allowing so-called city 
charters only if the visitors spent a 


-minimum of three days in 
? Jerusalem* Hfc alsq-goted that the 
- city charter rules limited the total 
amount of time-such a visitor could 
stay in the country. 

The association president, hotel 
owner Haim Schiff, called, on the 
government to facilitate the con- 
struction of additional hotels in 
Jerusalem by granting special con- 
ditions to hotel bidlders. He cited low 
interest loans and reduced land 
prices as two such concessions which 
could be granted. 

Meanwhile, the Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism Ministry an- 
nounced that' during die first four 
months of this year) foreign curren- 
.cy converted by tourists amounted to 
|U7m. — - 60 per cent more than dur- 
ing the same period in 1976. There 
was a 26 per cent increase in tourist 
bed-nights during the same January 
to April period. 

The rise was especially noticeable 
in the lower-priced hostelries, with 
two-star hotels showing a 52 per cent 
increase and three-star hotels an in- 
crease of 87 per cent 

The largest increases were record- 
ed by Ashkelon, which showed an 85 
per cent rise in tourist bed-nights, 
Safed, 75 per cent, the Dead Sea. 60 
per cent and Tiberias. 49 per cent. 


Shippers: not skipping Eilat

HAIFA. — Slipping circles yester- 
day vigorously rejected charges that 
importers and exporters are 
switching to the Suez Canal and the 
Mediterranean ports Instead of 
EUafTlhus endangering the future of 
the harbour and of the town which 
depends on it for jobs. The charges 
had been raised by Eilat Mayor Gad 
Katz and port manager Ze’ev Matoki 
at a meeting with businessmen. 

SSm spokesman Eliehu Shragai 
told The Jerusalem Post that Zim 
had in fact made great efforts to ex- 
pand the Eilat trade since the Canal 
was reopened two years ago, and 
that these efforts had been notably 
successful. 

All the old ships on its Eilat run 
had been replaced by container- 
carrying vessels, which have a much 
greater capaeity r he said. ZSm was 
now operating 22 such vessels, on 
five regular routes, out of Eilat, he 
said, thus considerably Increasing 
its cargo volume there. 

He admitted that “occasional" im- 
port shipments were sent through 


the Canal by some importers. But 
these were minor compared to the 
imports landed in Eilat. 

Shippers Council director Arye 
Mehulal told The Post that only the 
Hiatadrut's Kb or company was using 
the Suez Canal, to Import raw 
materials for Its steel rolling and im- 
port mills via Ashdod harbour. It 
was doing so, at the rate of about one 
shipment every three months, 
because tire Canal route was cheaper 
for this sort of shipment. All other 
Importers were bringing in their 
goods from Africa and the Far Blast 
through Eilat. 

la feet, MBhuial said, Israel should 
for political reasons encourage 
greater use of the Canal for its 
overseas trade, in order to establish 
a presence, and not send goods via 
Suez just for economic reasons.

Neve Ya’acov, an ‘in’ place to live 


Neve Ya’acov, once considered the 
most undesirable of the new 
neighbourhoods in Jerusalem, has 
changed its image to such an extent 
that virtually all its apartments are 
occupied whereas hundreds stand 
empty in the other new 
developments. 

“Neve Ya’acov has lost its bad 
name." said Shmaryahu Cohen, 
Jerusalem District director of the 
Construction and Housing Ministry. 
He was speaking during a tour at 
northern Jerusalem by Minister Gi- 
deon Patt. 

Of the 4,000 units planned for Neve 
Ya’acov, 2,800 are already occupied 
— as many as sore occupied all 
together in the other outlying 
neighbourhoods of Ramot, Gilo and 
East Talpiot. Another 400 units at 
Neve Ya’acov are under construc- 
tion. 

Neve Ya’acov acquired its 
original reputation Immediately 
after the Yom Kippur War when 
housing blocs were filled exclusively 
with immigrants from Bukhara and 
Georgia, many of them with large 
f amilies and with a culture at odds 
with the local way of life. The 
neighbourhood also absorbed many 
slum evacuees from central 
Jerusalem. At one point, according 
to a ministry official, close to 60 per 
cent of the residents were slum 
evacuees or from lands with low 
standards of living. This figure, he 
said, bas now fallen to about 18 per

cent. For two years, virtually no 
slum families have been directed to 
Neve Ya’acov and most of the im- 
migrants have been from Western 
countries. Many young couples have 
moved in. encouraged by preferen- 
tial mortgages offered by the 
ministry in Neve Ya’acov. 

The minister was shown a hand- 
some string of four and five-room 
apartments at Neve Ya’acov 
originally designed for slum 
evacuees with large families. 
Following the freeze on slum 
evacuees at Neve Ya’acov, the 
ministry had discussions with & 
group of American Conservative 
Jews and prospective immigrants 
from Latin America about acquiring 
the apartments but these 
negotiations fell through. 

Cohen yesterday suggested to Patt 
that the ministry now consider 


whether it ought to think again about 
putting some slum evacuees into 
these apartments now that the 
sociological balance of the 
neighbourhood had stabilized. 
However, an official of Rassco, 
which built the apartments, warned 
the minister that such a develop- 
ment would undermine the good 
reputation that Neve Ya’acov had 
acquired. 

During the tour of the develop- 
ment. Patt was shown a handsome 
new apartment bloc with penthouse 
apartments whose units had been 
sold on the open market. The 
willingness of middle class families 
to purchase apartments in the 
building marked a turning point for 
Neve Ya’acov, said one ministry of- 
ficial. 

The minister visited the newly- 
opened neighbourhood shopping cen- 
tre. Some of the stores bore signs in 
Russian or Georgian. 


Nearly 6,000 
families now in 
outer subnrbs. v ._ 

The four large developments cqnr 
stituting the outer ring of Jewish 
settlement In Jerusalem — Gilo, 
Ramot. East Talpiot and Neve 
Ya’acov — today contain 5,714 
families, government sources said 
yesterday. 

Another 6,428 apartments are un- 
der construction. When completed 
the four developments will contain 
27,200 units. 

Meanwhile, the four developments 
constituting the inner ring of new 
settlements — French Hill, Ramat 
Eshkol. Sanhedrin Murhevet and 
Ma’alot D&fna — contain 5,061 oc- 
cupied apartments; with another 355 
under construction. 

The rate of increase in 
Jerusalem’s Jewish population 
which was 3.7 per cent in 1973, fell to 
2.55' per cent last year and is ex- 
pected to decline to 2.3 per cent this 
year. However, plans are now being 
formulated to transfer 3,000 govern- 
ment employees from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. 


Deaf conference opens in Tel Aviv

TEL AVIV. — The First World 
Congress of the Jewish Deaf opened 
here last night with a keynote ad- 
dress by Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren. 

Because the deaf are not allowed 
to participate In many aspects of 
Jewish life under religious law — 
they cannot participate in a minyan 
or give testimony in a religious 
court, for example — problems of 
the deaf Jew's role in Jewish life will 
have an Important place on the con- 
gress agenda. 

. During the deliberations today antfr 
•fottforriTujr afe$he. Pal'Hotetherepthe 
500 deaf guests, local participants 
and 'hearing- people who work with 
the deaf will also learn about the life 
of the Jewish deaf in different coun- 
tries and about rehabilitation ser- 
vices. 

All convention deliberations will 


be simultaneously translated from 
oral speech to sign language and 
vice versa. Though the sign 
language of each country is 
different, and each group of deaf 
visitors has brought its own inter- 
preter, deaf persons using different 
sign languages learn to understand 
each other far more quickly than 
hearing persona who do not share a 
common spoken language. 

This evening, local deaf people will 
have the chance to ask questions 
about available services, or those 
they think should be available, dur- 
ing an "open line" session. 

On Thursday, the entire congress 
will go to Jerusalem, where par- 
ticipants will meet with President 
Ephraim Katzlr. Sephardi Chief 
Rabbi Ovadla Yosef and other per- 
sonages. 


Order nisi against 
Koenig, Burg over 
Nazareth budget 

The High Court in Jerusalem 
yesterday Issued an order nisi call- 
ing on the Interior Ministry’s 
Northern District Representative 
Yisrael Koenig and Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg to show cause within 30 
days why the Nazareth 
Municipality's 1977/78 budget bas 
not yet been approved. 

The order was requested by the 
municipality, which noted that it had 
submitted its draft budget to the 
ministry on March 7. some time 
before it was officially required to do 
so. But it had still not had the budget 
approved, nor had it been Invited for 
consultations by the ministry, except 
to discuss two minor items on the 
budget. 

The municipality noted that ap- 
proval of its present budget was also 
delayed — for some 15 months, only 
being approved in June this year 
after being submitted to the ministry 
In March 1976. .

TEL AVIV. — For only IL257 a 
month, the average Israeli can eat a 
healthy, varied and interesting diet 
— including both meat and fish. 

This is stated by Dr. Avraham 
Reshef. head of the department of 
nutrition in the Ministry of Health, 
who worked out a list of foods within 
the household budget of most 
housewives on behalf of the Con- 
sumer's Council. The month. In- 
cidentally, consists of 30.4 days. 

For the IL257 a month a person can 
eat each week: 100 grams of rice 
(dry), 100 grams of noodles, seven 
(number three size i eggs, 100 grams 
of frozen beef shoulder, 300 grama .of 
chicken. 100 grams of lean cheese. 
100 grams of nine per cent fat 
cheese. 50 grams of yellow cheese. 
100 grains of fillet fish. 50 grams of 
dry humous (chick peas) . 600 grams 
of milk, 680 grams of dairy products 
with three per cent fat. . 100 grams of 
sunflower seeds. 900 grams of stan- 
dard bread, another 900 grams of 
white bread, and 300 grams of 


"chalah." 140 grams of margarine, 
280 grams of white sugar. 50 grams 
of lentils. 100 grams of sifted white 
flour, 100 grama of carp, 200 grams 
of soya oil, 50 grams of white beans 
(dry), 700 grams of potatoes, and 
have enough money left over to buy a 
bit of salt and some candies. 

Dr. Reshef a study, which Includes 
no fresh fruits or vegetables, was 
ordered by the chairman of the Con- 
sumer's Council, Hillel Ashkenazi, 
who notes that it is best to drink milk 
with a low-fat content since it is 
cheaper, to eat margarine and not 
butter, and to buy rum-sliced bread 
which la also cheaper. 


THE EMEK CENTRAL Hospital in 
Afula yesterday dedicated its IUm.

Haifa Conservative rabbi 
still performing marriages

HAIFA. — Rabbi Charles Siegel, 
rabbi of Haifa's Conservative 
“Moriah" congregation, is still per- 
forming wedding ceremonies. He is 
one of the few non-Orthodox rabbis 
in Israel permitted to do so. 

Recent press reports, which stated 
that his permit had been cancelled 
by Haifa's chief rabbis following ob- 
jections from Ultra-Orthodox circles 
were described as incorrect by chief 
rabbinate sources and Siegel himself 
yesterday. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
the controversy was initiated by 
circles hostile to Haifa's chief rab- 
bis, who issued the permit to Siegel 
about a year ago. 

The only restriction placed on 
Siegel Is that a recognised 
“neighbourhood rabbi" (of which 


Haifa has 30) attend the marriage 
ceremony and sign the documents. 
The Post was informed that accor- 
ding to the Rabbinate’s regulations, 
a neighbourhood rabbi must sign the 
wedding contract whenever any rab- 
bi not officially assigned to a 
neighbourhood officiates at a 
marriage. 

"There is no discrimination 
against Rabbi Siegel because he is 
Conservative," The Post was told, 
and Siegel confirmed this. 

This reporter was informed that 
the special permission for a Conser- 
vative rabbi to officiate at wedding 
ceremonies had been granted to 
Siegel on a personal basis, because 
he is known to fully observe all the 
mitsvot, though men and women 
pray together In his congregation. 
He officiates only at weddings of 
members of the Conservative con- 
gregation. 



Police to probe graveside thefts

HOLON. — A special police unit has 
been set up to deal with the thefts of 
copper and marble ornaments from 

graves at the cemetery here. 

A police spokesman said that dur- 
ing the past five weeks the police 
have received 13 complaints about 
desecrated graves. Among the items 
which have been stolen are flower 
pots, books fashioned from marble, 
and copper ornaments for candles. 
But most of the complaints were 
about the theft of copper fences 
around the graves. 

A police spokesman said last year 
there were many complaints about 


grave desecrations. The police then 
believed that the contractors who 
build and erect graveside ornaments 
were responsible .for the thefts of or- 
naments which they used to decorate 
new graves. 

After the police called on the con- 
tractors ~and warned them the 
desecrations ceased. 

This time police do not think that 
.contractors are Involved. They 
suspect that the copper fences are 
being stolen and sold as scrap metal. 

A fence can cost as much as HJ,- 
000 when new. Cut down and sold in 
pieces the metal can fetch XL300 to 
IU00.

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Sakharov’s family gets 
permit to leave USSR 


JERUSALEM POST 
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MOSCOW. — Hie stepdaughter of 
Soviet human rights activist Andrei 
Sakharov has received permission to 
emigrate from the USSR with her 
husband and two children. 

In a telephone call to Western 
newsmen yesterday, Sakharov's 
son-in-law. Yefrem Yankelevich. 
said an official of the Soviet passport 
office told him to be ready to leave 
within 20 days. 

Yankelevich and his wife, 
Tatyana, the daughter of Sakharov’s 
second wife, applied to leave the 
Soviet Union with their children 
Matvei. 4. and Anna, 1 , on June 27. 

The Soviet authorities granted the 
family permission to emigrate to 
Israel to join Yankelevich’s brother. 
David, a recent emigrant, under 
family reunification provisions of 
the Helsinki accords. 

But Yankelevich said they intend- 
ed to settle In the U.S.. where the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology four years ago invited 
him to do graduate work in radio 
electronics. At that time he applied 
for a temporary visa but was refused. 

Both Yankelevich and his wife, a 
journalist, lost their jobs after he ac- 
companied Sakharov to the trial of 


political dissident Sergei Kovalyov 
In December 1975. 

Yankelevich said he has been 
harassed by Soviet authorities, who 
interrogated him about a traffic ac- 
cident in which he was not Involved 
and dissident activities in which he 
does not take part. He said he refus- 
ed to answer questions about dis- 
sidents. 

Sakharov, the father of the Soviet 
hydrogen bomb, won the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1975 tor his efforts to 
defend human rights in the Soviet 
Union. 

He has said he believed that 
persecution of Yankelevich was 
"really an attempt to get at me by 
harassing my family." 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Embassy In 
Washington yesterday distributed an 
t article claiming that "nobody is ever 
punished for just thinking differently 
in the Soviet Union." It noted that 
political prisoners are only jailed for 
libelling the Russian political and 
social systems. 

The article also claimed that 
"there are only about 36 actively out- 
spoken dissidents" in Russia.

China to build 
up atom force 

TOKYO (AP) . — China will speed up 
the modernisation of its army and 
have "not only more planes and ar- 
tillery but atom bombs too,” a 
Chinese editorial said yesterday, the 
50th anniversary of the People's 
Liberation Army. 

“If we are not to be bullied in the 
present-day world, we cannot do 
without the bomb," said the editorial 
published jointly in the "People's 
Daily," the "Red Flag” journal, the 
‘‘Liberation Army Daily.” and 
broadcast by the official Hsinhua 
news agency. 

"At present the two hegemonic 
powers — the Soviet Union and the 
U.S. — are fiercely contending with 
each other, the factors for war are 
increasing and Soviet revisionism. In 
particular. Is bent on subjugating 
China," it said. 

"We will neither seek hegemony 
nor become a Superpower. Our prin- 
ciple is : We will not attack unless we 
are attacked. If we are attacked, we 
will certainly counter-attack," the 
editorial said. 

"Taiwan must be liberated. Our 
motherland must be reunified," but 
"when and how to liberate Taiwan 
are entirely the internal affairs of 
China and brook no foreign in- 
terference,” it added. 


German terror group warns Seoul protests new

— A 
terrorist group which claims respon- 
sibility for the weekend slaying of 
West Germany's leading banker has 
warned of further executions unless

Juergen Ponto. 53. chief executive 
of the Dresdner Bank, was shot on 
Saturday night during a struggle 
with would-be abductors in his villa 
in a Frankfurt suburb. He died a few 
hours later in a Frankfurt hospital. 

Police launched a nationwide 
search for an unidentified man and 
four young women, including 
Susanne Albrecht, 26, a friend of the 
Ponto family, 

In a telephone call on Sunday night 
to the Bonn office of a news agency, 
a self-styled member of the "Red 
Morning Liberation Movement"

‘military border* 

SEOUL. — South Korea yesterday 
refused to recognise a new North 
Korean offshore “military border," 
saying It might upset the status quo 
established 24 years ago under the 
Korean armistice agreement. 

North Korea's supreme military 
council announced earlier yesterday 
that the military border would ex- 
tend 50 nautical miles off the North 
Korean east coast and 200 miles off 
the west coast. It would be within a 
200-mile economic zone. 

South Korean Minister of Culture 
and Information Kim Sung aj in said 
that the military border, as well as 
changing the status quo, might also 
endanger South Korean fishermen 
and navigation. 

"Therefore, our government 
makes it clear once again that It will 
accept neither the so-called 200-mile 
economic zone nor the military 
border," he said. (Reuter, AP) 



Alaska ablaze, storms lash Ontario 


FAIRBANKS. Alaska (AP). — 
Federal fire officials, unable to halt 
the advance of forest and tundra 
fires, shifted forces on Sunday to 
protect villages first and land later. 

Hie Bureau of Land Management 
said 39 fires, covering 829,000 acres, 
were burning In the northern half of 
Alaska. Only nine were considered 
. under control, and 20 were not being 
fought at all. 

A few days ago. the acreage in 
flames totalled less than a half- 
million acres. But record heat — 
reaching 32 degrees Centigrade in 
some areas — and a July drought 
have turned the tundra and scrub 
trees into perfect fuel. 

Most of the blazes were caused by 
lightning, the BLM said. 

The biggest threat was at 
Shungnak, a village of about 140 per- 
sons 250 km. east ofKotzebue in the 
interior. An 80,000-acre fire has been 
moving steadily towards the village 
for days. As of Sunday, the blaze was 
11 km. away. 

In Canada, meanwhile, a violent 
thunderstorm on Sunday lashed 
southwestern Ontario, flooding 
roads, snapping trees and causing 
numerous power interruptions. 

Toronto police said a man died 
when he apparently was struck by 


lightning on a West-end golf course. 

In Switzerland, heavy rains 
brought havoc to large parts of the 
country, cutting power lines, 
railroads and key highways and 
stalling tens of thousands of foreign 
and Swiss tourists headed back from 
a holiday in southern Europe. At 
least one man drowned in a flooded 
river, police reported yesterday. 


MALVILLE. France (UPI). — 
French authorities have blamed 
foreign agitators for violence at Sun- 
day’s anti-nuclear demonstration 
here which left one person dead and 
more than 100 injured. 

Balice said about 20,000 people 
took part in the all-day demonstra- 
tion near the construction site of 
France’s first commercial nuclear 
breeder-reactor, scheduled for com- 
pletion in 1982-83.

North Vietnamese rule the South 
with harsh but 'not brutal’ hand

BANGKOK. — One year after the 
two Vletnaxns were united, life in the 
southern part of the country and its 
former capital, Saigon, seems not so 
much oppressive as harsh. 

Hie Hanoi-based government has 
put pressure on the southerners to 
make them conform to Communist 
ways. But this pressure has been 
applied gradually and according to a 
well defined plan. 

Gathering details of how this plan 
is taking effect la somewhat easier 
than learning about xenophobic 
Cambodia and, to a lesser extent, 
Laos. Hie Vietnamese host an exten- 
sive foreign diplomatic corps in 
Hanoi and even some consulates in 
Saigon. 

But the main sources of informa- 
tion about life in the south are letters 
from residents to relatives living 
abroad, the government's own news 
media and the continuing flow of 
refugees out of the country. 

These bits and pieces of informa- 
tion making their way to Bangkok, a 
major Vletnam-watching outpost, 
make clear that life is tough, but un- 
like in Cambodia, there have been 
virtually no executions of anti- 
communists. 

Instead, the regime has arrested, 
isolated, or as Prime Minister Pham 
Van Dong put it recently, 
"rehabilitated” active supporters of 
the U.S.-backed Nguyen Van Tfcieu ’ 
government. 

Groups singled out for particularly 
harsh treatment are former senior 
military officers, activist clergymen 
and private businessmen. 

Between 40,000 and 400,000 
southerners, many of them senior of- 
ficers in the former southern army, 
have been sent to "rehabilitation” or 
"re-education” camps since the 
Communist victory in Saigon more, 
than two years ago. 

According to reports from some of 
the 15,000 refugees who have fled 
Vietnam since the end of the war. life 
in these camps is extremely hard. 
Unknown numbers of internees have 
died from malnutrition and disease, 
they say.

Among clergymen, Buddhists and 
Roman Catholics have the same dif- 
ficulties as their colleagues faced in 
the North. The Communists are 
working toward eliminating organiz- 
ed religion in the South, or at least 
reducing its effectiveness, by 
various tactics. 

A Western diplomat who served 
recently in Hanoi said that the 
authorities have capitalized on tbe 
churches by making senior 
clergymen beholden to the govern- 
ment through granting them 
privileges, and by creating such 
groups as the “Patriotic Buddhist 
Organization.” 

Although Communist authorities 
in Hanoi often make a point of con- 
ducting Western visitors to church 
services, this diplomat said that 
young Vietnamese were being 
taught to shun religion, and most 
congregations comprised only older 
people. 

According to several Western and 
non-aligned diplomats here who 
observe Vietnamese affairs, the 
authorities have been rounding up 
clergymen who had been active op- 
ponents of the Tfalen regime, 

1 because they were feared as poten- 
tial organisers of opposition to the 
Oenxmimlste as welL 

A Vietnamese monk who has lived 
in Bangkok for six years cited the 
following cases: Two. Catholic 
bishops. Tran Huu Thanh and 
Nguyen Van Thu an, were arrested 
and died in jail of "unknown 
causes”; other Catholic clerics still 
held include Archbishop Nguyen Van 
Binh, Bishop of Danang Phan Ngoc 
Oi and Bishop of Vinh Long Nguyen 
Van Diep. 

Hie monk, who was interviewed in 
his cramped quarters at a' major 
temple In Bangkok, showed personal 
letters and circulars from Saigon, 
Paris and several cities in the U.S. 
that contained these names and 
others reportedly arrested in the last 
few months. 

Among them were Thlch Tri 
Quang, a leader of Saigon's An 
Quang Pagoda, who had been label- 
ed "the Red Monk” by Hileu and- 
was perhaps the most important 
religious figure to oppose the former 
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regime. Others were the leader of 
the Hoa Hao sect, Luong Trong 
Tuong, most leaders of the Cao Dal 
sect and a highly venerated wander- 
ing monk, Nguyen Thanh Nam. 

There have been some news 
reports in recent months of 
largescaie self-immolations by 
Buddhist monks. Htls was a grisly 
but effective technique the monks 
used to call international attention to 
their complaints of repression and 
corruption against men and his 
government. 

' Another, and perhaps the most ob- 
vious. target for the new government 
is the capitalist free-enterprise 
system. Although, the economy Is 
still described as "multi-sectoral,”, 
the Communists emphasize the con- 
version of the private sector to state 
organizations. Recently, the govern- 
ment news agency reported, a 
number of small private companies 
joined together to produce the 
pungent fish sauce that is & major 
source of protein in Vietnamese 
diets, and another group was formed 
to produce dried bananas for export. 

The private sector, then, is being 
allowed for the moment to make its 
contribution to society. But, as the 
news agency stated, businessmen 
will have to realize in time that 
socialism is the "Inevitable law of 
the Vietnamese revolution." 

Some observers in Bangkok and in 
Western capitals believe that the 
organizational ability of the Viet- 
namese regime is responsible for 
keeping the flow of refugees out of 
the country relatively low. Com- 
pared with an estimated 15,000 Viet- 
namese, mainly the so-called ‘‘boat 
cases” who have reached various 
southeast Aslan countries, 25,000 
Cambodians and 88,000 Loatians 
have fled to Thailand. 

Refugee workers here believe, 
though, that the basic reason for the 
relatively small number of Viet- 
namese leaving is that their journey 
is much more hazardous. ‘Tin sure 
that if it was as easy to cross the 
South China Sea as it is to swim the 
Mekong from Laos to Hi ail and, we’d 
have many, many more Vietnamese 
making a run for it,” one inter- 
national agency officer said. 


Black youth killed in 
renewed Soweto rioting 


JOHANNESBURG. — Riot police in 
Soweto yesterday battled with black 
youths, killing one and wounding a 
second, the South African Broad- 
1 casting Corporation reported.' 

The telecast quoted Brig. Jan 
Gerber reporting the death, but be 
did not mention the circumstances 
surrounding it. 

During the day of unrest police 
fired rubber bullets into crowds of 
black youths stoning cars and 
blasted fleeing students with 
birdshot as violence exploded again 
in the blac k town ship of Soweto . 

Soweto, heart of white-ruled South 
Africa's black activism, has been hit 
by sporadic violence since last' 
Thursday, when students marched 
out of their classroomsin protest at a 
segregated education system. 

Police also unless bed Alsatian 
guard dogs -yesterday to disperse 
about 800 demonstrating youths at 
Soweto’s Orlando stadium — once a 
showpiece for whites anxious to 
demonstrate the benefits enjoyed by 
the 1.25 million blacks in South 
Africa's biggest black township^ ■ 

A poSce s pokesman said the youths 
stoned passing cars and hijacked 
lorries bringing food into Soweto. 

Four youths were arrested after 
tr ying to rob a b read van, and 
several others were nursing dog- 


bites, police said. 

Confrontations had been predicted 
as the schools boycott continued and 
black anger simmered over the ban- 
ning of yesterday's meeting and the 
killing of two demonstrators. 

General David Kriein. head of riot 
control, said of the violence last 
weekend: "We are not going to stand 
for this nonsense any more. We are 
. determined to put a stop to it and the 
police will use all the measures 
■ allowed by law to achieve this." 

Dr. Nthato Mbtlana, head of a 
committee of 10 prominent So we tang 
which is seeking self-rule for the 
township, 18 km. from 
Johannesburg, alleged police 
provocation. 

"If the cops kept off the streets, 
there would be no violence." he told 
reporters. 

Dr. Mbtlana planned a rally on 
Sunday to seek popular support for 
bis self-rule scheme, under which 
Soweto would be run by a 
democratically-elected black ad- 
ministration. But this was banned. 

"We will hold the meeting next 
Sunday, and if it is banned again, we 
will reschedule It again," Dr. 
Mbtlana said. "We are prepared to 
compromise, so we are saying to the 
government: You compromise too."

SALISBURY. — Rhodesia's popular 
Victoria Falls tourist centre was at- 
tacked on Sunday night by black 
guerrillas who fired on a motel, 
damaging two . rooms in a chalet 
block. Rockets and automatic 
weapons were used in the 10 -minute 
strike, but no one was injured, of- 
ficials said yesterday. 

The motel was attacked last Oc- 
tober- and four persons were killed 
including a white government of- 
ficial who was standing in the foyer. 
After tiie attack, a concrete wall was 
built around the moteL In Sunday's 
attack the wan was smashed by 
rockets and the attackers then open- 
ed up with macMneguns. 

The Falls township, close to the 
Zambezi River border between 
Rhodesia and Zambia, has been the 
target of attacks both from 
guerrillas inside the country and 
mortar barrages fired across the 
river. 

In an interview conducted in 
Salisbury and published yesterday in 
"U.S. News and World Report,” 
Prime Minister Ian Smith said the 
time had come for Rhodesia to solve 
its racial problems on its own and 
quit waiting far outside help. “Out- 


siders have tried on many occasions 
and failed" to come up with 
solutions, he said. 

Asked if he included the recent 
Anglo-American diplomatic in- 
itiative among the attempts by out- 
siders that have failed. Smith 
replied: 

"I have not said that.. ..What I 
have said Is that if the U.S. and 
British governments believe they 
can help to produce a solution, we 
would like to see the results. I must 
say that the manner In which they 
are conducting their initiative does 
not inspire one with confidence. In 
any event, I do not think we can 
simply wait for others to succeed. 
We have got to make alternative 
plans, which is just what we are 
doing." 

Those plans. Smith said, involve a 
new election followed by a new con- 
stitution "attuned to the times," and 
drafted with the aid of "responsible 
.blacks." He added: 

"Much of our success will depend 
upon whether we can get such 
cooperation from the blacks. I am 
not anticipating failure in this effort, 
but if It comes, we will have to resort 
to alternative plans.” (AP. UPI)

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Hassidic crime patrols to provide 
protection for Brooklyn’s blacks

NEW YORK. — Black shopkeepers 
In the Crown Heights section of 
Brooklyn have asked for the protec- 
tion of Lubavitch crime patrols and 
the Hassidic group has agreed to the 
request. 

The plea was made by 
businessmen seeking to re-establish 
thena selves in shops looted and burn- 
ed along Utica Ave. on the night of the 
New. York blackout. 

A shopping centre some blocks 
away on Kingston Ave., which la 
closer to the Luhavitch 
neighbourhood, remained untouched 
during the power failure of July is. 

The request by the shopkeepers la 
in contrast with the biter-co mmunal 
tension generated some weeks ago 
around the issue of the Lobavitch car 
patrols. . 

Amidst widening repercussions of 
New York’s blackout. Mayor ’ 
Abraham Beamehas charged Presi- 
dent Carter with failure to fulfil a 
pre-election pledge for a federal 
takeover of welfare costs. Beaxae an- 
nounced a city-wide drive to get the 
President to lift the welfare burden 
from local government and said he 
expected a million signatures in New 
York on a petition to back him up. 

In the wake of the blackout rioting 


in someblack and Hispanic sections 
of the city, criticism -of Mr. Garter 
haa also been vpteed by spokesmen 
of the Black middle class. 

The criticism alleges that Carter 
has moved too: slowly in f ulfilling - 
campaign promises to aid the cities, 
the Blacks, the poor and the un- 
employed- Leading the criticism has . 
been Vernon E. Jordan JR., ex- 
ecutive director of the moderate Ur- 
ban League. 

Press commentators here have 
noted the ; conservative of 

Carter’s economic policies. They say 
the White House appears to have 
-given priority to gaining business 
confidence, controlling incation 
working towards a balanced budget.

In a front-page 
editorial, the “Amsterdam News," 
the nation's largest Black weekly, 
said last week that the power failure 
revealed a massive vacuum of 
leadership la Black communities 
across this city."

“It would help, of course, if our 
leaders had some Federal dollars, or 
jobs, to offer these young people. But 
our kids need inspiration and 
motivation and direction as badly aa 
they need jobs." 


New York Democratic Senator 
Daniel Patrick Moynlhsn this week 
suggested that Mr. Carter visit 
blackout-ravaged neighbourhoods 
end offered to serve as his guide 
through them. 

The Consolidated Edison power 
failure and its aftermath has focus- 
ed attention on New York's position 
near the top of the country’s scale in 
payment of welfare benefits. 

. In urging that the Federal govern- 
ment assume the burden. Mayor 
Beams said at a news conference 
last week that welfare obligations 
would drain 485m. dollars from the 
city treasury this year; Combined 
with its share of medicaid costs, the 
figure would exceed one billion 
dollars. 

New Yorkers were temporarily 
able to set aside their troubles last 
week as a spell of balmy weather 
succeeded a heat wave which had 
ushered in the blackout and kept the 
city in its grip far over a week. 

A brighter note was also provided 
by the National Endowment for -the 
Arts which announced a grant of 
nearly eight million dollars for 18 
cultural institutions in New York Ci- 
ty. The largest single grant .(1.5 m. 
dollars) went to the Metropolitan 
Opera whose director said it would 
save the season.

Alterman’s ‘The Medusa Shore’ revived 


A POSTHUMOUSLY published play 
by Natan Ai term an deals with 
revolutions that go awry. “The 
Medusa Shore ” bursts with allusions 
to the Russian revolution, to the 
Zionist revolution, ' Jewish 
revolutionaries, kibbutz members 
turned milli onaires. 

The text was recently published by 
Men ahem Dorman in the first of 
Mahbarot Attention, a aeries of' 
Altermania published under the 
auspices of Kib butz 'uhad and the 

Tel Aviv University. 

The heroes of Medusa were, ob- 
viously, inspired by living persona. 
Those who were close to Alterman 
can probably identify them. But the 
editors, especially Alterman’s close 
friend and collaborator on Zot 
Ha’aretz, the fortnightly of the Land 
of Israel Movement, leaves the 
reader to guess. 

Who is “Piatidn”? Hie spent 30 
. years in Vakuta camps after admit- 
ting to investigator Ebzinsky that he 
had killed SUmov. But Fiatkln is no 
other ttum Slimov himself, the 
author of an ideological pamphlet 
which the authorities had banned. 
The "confession" was made far the 
purposes of a public trial- Is -it com- 
ic?

Beduin medicine

TEL AVIV. — If you lower the level 
of cholesterol ""nny Beduin tribes- 
men yon get mare heart attacks — 
not fewer. This finding — which runs 
contrary to accepted medical 
theories — emerges from a study just 
completed by Dr. Yanas Abu-Rabla, 
who recently completed his medical 
studies at the Hebrew Univeraity- 
Hadassah Medical School In 
Jerusalem. 

Dr. Abu-Rabla dedicated Ms study 
to father, She ikh Ibrahim Abu- 
R&bia. and to his two faculty ad- 
visers, P r of e sso rs 5.H. Blonrihidm 
and Eliahu Lehman. 

That the Beduin in the Negev who 
live a semi-nomadic life have virtual- 
ly no heart attacks has been es- 
tablished by various researchers, 
many of whom are quoted In the 
study. That tribesmen who 

have abandoned their nomadic life to 
work among Israelis are beginning to 
have heart attacks haa also been es- 
tablished by other researchers. 

What Dr. Abu-Rabla set out to do 
was to see what role was played by 
cholesterol, furthermore, would 
eating polyunsaturated fata lower 
the cholesterol level among them (as 


it does among moat Europeans), It 
does. 

The method used was not to ques- 
tion them about their diets but to take 
samples of the fat lying underneath 
the akin and testing the ratio of 
polyunsaturated fata to saturated 
fats. 

He found that the Beduin still living 
a nomadic life In the Negev bad a 
significantly higher amount of 
cholesterol in their blood stream 
than their cousins who lived in. or 
near, the Israeli towns and worked in 
those towns. Moreover, the nomadic 
Beduin ate much more saturated fats 
(Le., rancid butter called aemna) 
than their city cousins, who ate more 
polyunsaturated fats, (l.e., 
margarine.) 

All this established a definite 
relationship between saturated fats 
and higher cholesterol, and polyun- 
saturated, fats and lower cholesterol. 

"Since coronary heart disease is 
appearing among the Beduin despite 
a shift in their diet In the direction of 
a greater degree of polyunsatura- 
tion, the influence of thin change in 
diet in lowering- serum cholesterol 
and preventing the disease, appears 
to be weaker than the influence of 
other factors in the Israeli-Western 
culture," he writes.

NOT MUCH has been seen of the 
South African film Industry, but 
Jamie Uys.bflls himself as its king. 
His "Funny People" claims to have 
broken all South African film box- 
office records. Here lit Israel it is 
playing to full houses- of laughing 
audiences who swear to its being one; 
of the funniest movies ever shown in 
thin country. 

“Funny People" is not really a 
film,- hut a series of hidden camera 
practical jokes played on supposedly 
unaware citizens who happen to be 
passlng-by. There Is the standard 
bank-note left astray, this time un- 
der the tyre of a parked car, and it 1 b 
really hilarious to Bee people trying 
surreptitiously to move the car to 
retrieve the money, sent as if from 
heaven. Try to give money away free 
in the streets, and people might shy 
away from you as being crazy, but 
let them find it by accident, and they 
will go to great lengths to get it 
without anybody else noticing. 


Jamie Uys has a knack for setting 
his practical joke traps and getting 
the maximum laugh potential out of 
Ms victims. 

Some of the traps he sets are in- 
nocuous fun, like the old classic of 
"Would you help me by holding onto 
this string," then going around the 
corner to repeat the process, and 
thus trap two people into holding a 
string taut far no purpose except to 
get a laugh from the onlookers. The 
victims feel ridiculous when they 
discover that they are the butt of a 
practical joke, but most people 
would not ford this too objectionable 
if they have a sense of humour. 

Which is the crux of the matter — 
the laugh is set up because the 
audience has^a sense of identifica- 
tion with the victim and shares the 
same helplessness. However, some 
of Jamie Uys* practical jokes depend 
on the sheer stupid gullibility of the 
victim and for these he uses the 
coloured section of the South African 
population. The victim becomes the 
whipping-boy, and the humour haa 
an underlying sense of 


aggressiveness. In a* country whose 
apartheid policies are up for ex- 
amination, If is in bad taste to 
overplay the ignorance of the 
second-class citizen. 

One would not dare walk up to a 
white middle-class citizen of South 
Africa and say "Would you let ine 
mount your shoulders so that I can 
flap my wings for a flying take- 
off....” But Uys does this to hla black 
fellow-citizens and gets a laugh out 
of it, a laugh of ridicule and 
superiority. One only feels queasy 
after one has stopped l a ug h i n g bid 
the taste lingers on. 

Humour la a complicated, inter- 
nal. psychological process which is 
not fully understood; it can be cruel or 
sympathetic, loving or abusive, but 
to be creatively used in a film it must 
have elements of wit, irony or satire. 
Poking fun at low-grade intelligence 
serves only to reinforce the social 
barriers between the privileged and 
the underprivileged. The South 
African fii™ industry has a long way 
to go before it can be considered 
Seriously.

LONDON (Ofns) . — The British film 
industry is alive and well and work-, 
ing everywhere but in Britain. Its 
star actors and actresses — such 
names as Robert Shaw, Michael 
Caine and Glenda Jackson — are 
busier and more successful than 
ever. Its top directors — John 
Guillermln, Ronald Neame, John 
Sc hies Inge r, Karel Reisz — turn out 
box office hits. But all of them do it in 
Anierican films. 

Now even James Bond, most 
famous of British screen heroes, 
may leave the country. The producer 
of the 007 films, American Cubby 
Broccoli, is quitting London after 25 
years and will take his movies with 
him unless Britain's taxation 
changes. He joins the mass exodus of 
American producers and directors 
who made London their base and 
have now moved out. Sean Connery, 
the first screen Bond and one of 
Britain's biggest stars, is the reason 
why a Victorian thriller. The Great 
Train Robbery, won't be filmed in 
Britain. Connery, who lives in Spain, 
refused to work in England because 
of his tax problems. 

Joseph Losey, who left Hollywood 
for London when he was blacklisted 
in the 1950’s, moved to Paris, a city he 
hates, last year for the' same reason. 

"After you've been resident In 
England for more than nine years, 
new tax laws mean that the bulk of 
your income is taxed at 87 per cent." 
he explains. "Under American law 
there is a cut off on taxes at 50 per 
cent of your earned income.” 

Losey’s most recent film, M. 
Klein, was made in France with 
French actors and crew. He now 
plans to make Patrick White’s novel 
Voss in Australia with Maximilian 
Schell. He wants to film Brecht's 
Herr Punlifa in Finland, and a life of 
Ibn Saud in Saudi Arabia. Eds loss to 
B ritish films, seemsjrermanent. 

British independent film 
producers are so worried by the 
situation that they have been holding 
.meetings to work out ways of helping 
the local industry to survive. They 
say -that it will take some years to 
put Britain back in the film 
business and that the beat way of do-

ing it is to encourage new talent and 
new investors for small films. 
Otherwise, they warn, "in only a few 
years, few people will be able to earn 
a living in feature films.” 

Of the nine films currently being 
made in Britain, only one is a major 
film. And that — Alexander 
Salkind’s Superman — is an inter- 
national production starring 
American actors, Marlon Brando 
and Gene Hackman among them. 

The man who is perhaps the 
busiest film producer in the world is 
British. He Is Lord Grade — better 
known as Lew Grade before being 
ennobled by Sir Harold Wilson — 
whose energy has spilled over from 
running one of Britain's biggest com- 
mercial television stations into 
feature films. 

Lord Grade has a$ many as a 
dozen films either made or in 
production, all of them expensive 
star-studded affairs. But they have 
done little to stimulate the local in- 
dustry. Most of them have been 
made in America or on other foreign 
locations such as the Moroccan 
desert for a Foreign Legion adven- 
ture March or Die. And a few of them 
have employed British talent. 

A similar International approach 
is being taken by London’s EMI 
films whose biggest films are being 
made in Hollywood — Sam Peckin- 
pah is making Convoy there for 
them, starring Kris Kristofferaon. 

Perhaps the best symbol of the 
decline of the British film industry is 
director Tony Richardson. Fourteen 
years ago, he was the golden boy. 
His film of Henry Fielding’s 18th 
century classic Tom Jones was hail- 
ed by critics and public alike and 
made an international star of Albert 
Finney. 

Recently, Tony Richardson’s 
latest film had its world premiere in 
London. It was again based on a 
Henry Fielding novel — Joseph An- 
drews. It starred one of Britain’s 
most talented young actors. Peter 
Firth. And it has been a flop. The 
critics disliked it. The public stayed 
away. It lasted only three weeks at 
one of London’s West End cinemas 
and its box office takings were the 
lowest of the year. 
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First daily newspaper 
slated for Gaza Strip

GAZA. — Muhajnmad Jamil 
Shawwa’s office, located in this 
town's old Alexandria Bank 
building, is full of English reading 
material which helps him keep up 
with the Middle East situation. Each 
day he spends a few hours going over 
The Jerusalem Post, “Newsweek," 
"Time" and even "The Jewish 
rress” from New York City and 
clips out relevant articles for his file. 

Shawwa Is preparing himself for 
the role of publisher of Gaza's first 

daily newspaper. In 1975. the Beirut- 
educated businessman who spent 12 
years working as a labour relations 
consultant for Aramco in Bahrain, 
was granted a special licence to 
publish a paper to be called “The 
Middle East." At present, the only 
Arabic-language dailies which are 
read in Gaza are brought in from 
Jerusalem. 

"1 believe that a daily newspaper 
is like air and water for the people of 
Gaza. There is so organ here for 
them to express their opinion and we 
want their voice to be heard around 
.the world from the genuine source," 
Shawwa told The Post recently. 

Shawwa says he needs about two 
million dollars as initial set-up costs. 
He wants to purchase a printing 
plant which could work on other jobs 
when not producing the daily. He has 
requested a loan from King Khaled 
of .Saudi Arabia to help put the paper 
on Ita feet. 

Judging from the Gaza Strip’s pre- 
sent weak economy, it would be dif- 
ficult to support such a paper from 
local advertisements alone. “We 
would have to go to business con- 
cerns in Israel as well as on the West 
Bank for ads," Shawwa believes. 


According to the publisher-to-be, 
the paper would view Gazans as 
Palestinians, as Arabs and as part of 
the Middle East as a whole. It would 
represent hla views aa leader of the 
moderate Conservative Arab Group 
of the town. “We would advocate 
recognizing Israel’s right to exist 
and living with her as good 
neighbours as long as she would be 
willing to agree to the Palestinians' 
right to self-determination," 
Shawwa says. 

Shawwa plans to sell his proposed 
paper in the West Bank, as well as in 
Jordan, Egypt. Syria and Lebanon. 
"Our policy would be to stress that 
the Gaza Strip has been ignored by 
the people around us — even by our 
own brethren. The primary concern 
of the paper would be to alleviate 
this situation."

'ydttin AooSs: .A! certain lack of struc- 
ture made the result more tariffing 
than need be. but there was happy 
pace. 

Of the Israelis, Yehuda Maor 
attempted an exotic trio' (music: 
Fukushima) in which the masked 
figures looked like the three witches 
in "Macbeth" but had an original . 
strain. “Much Ado About Nothing” 
conveyed more than the title claim- 
ed, for Slid Kbl. besides achieving 
some unusual grouping Introduced 
weird figures that broke yet added to 
the patterns. 

Paul Bloom’s "Leyenda" gave 
fine opportunity to Daphna Murvitz 
to show her admirable drive as 
dancer but the choreography was so 
crowded as to lack ’punctuation," 
while the three figures with her lack- 
ed coordination in their moves. 
Fhgaginguse of three lovely dancers 
(Michal Hasson, Dana So Cron and 
Miriam Hertz) was made by 
Graciella Kozak in "Variation on a 
Romantic Theme (music: Piazzolla) 
but Haya Halperin’s “Li Life’s 
Rhythm" wasn't as successful 
though there was a good solo for 
liana Ton and some fine grouping. 
Joan Klein’s “Don’t Explain" show- 
ed her skill in organising jazzy 
rhythms — but Luigi really raised 
the standard. 

IN A mini-recital in Jerusalem last 
week. Deanna Blacher provided her 


audience with some fine Spanish 
dance footwork and castanet 
“playing." 

A recent immigrant from South 
Africa, with her husband, musician 
Neville Cohn and their two children, 
Deanna Blacher made her 
Jerusalem debut during the Rubin. 
Academy Summer Courses. In two 
lecture demonstrations she traced 
the character of Spanish folk dance 
and the development of Spanish 
theatre dance. Her dance il- 
lustrations showed how much of an' 
asset she will be to dance in Israel. 

With Neville Cohn at the piano, ad- 
mirably playing works by Soler and 
Albeniz, Blacher showed what she 
meant by the castanets being a "se- 
cond voice" to the musical line. In 
"Valenciana,” she performed a 
rhapsodic d -.nee with tiie traditional 
turns and jumps which give such 
dance its lilting quality. A Salaman- 
can "sketch," with beautiful 
costume and heavy necklaces, 
emphasised her grace and her con- 
trol of hefel, toe and ankle . "in a 
"Zorongo" which she described as 
modern theatre flamenco that' "uses 
every note of the music," her skill of 
foot, hand, shoulder, aim and head 
gave her movements a brio enhanc- 
ed by rich costume. The total effect 
was of consummate pro- 
fessionalism.

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NEW YORK (HPT). — “Fortune” 
.magazine yesterday published its 
annual list of the world's 500 biggest 
Industrial corporations outside of the 
U.5., naming the second-placed 
National Iranian Oil Company the 
biggest profit-earner of them all. 

The top five corporations In 1976, 
ranked by sales, remained unchang- 
ed from the previous year, but the 
Italian Enl Petroleum Company 
leaped from 10 th to sixth place, the 
French automaker Renault from 
18th to 8th, and Fetroleos de 
Venezuela from unlisted to Uth.

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Private detectives hunting ‘grey market’ eggs 

Sharon vows to end egg surplus 


TEL AVIV. — Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon has vowed to do away 
with surplus poultry sad eggs, which 
is costing the government and 
farmers money and -playing havoc 
with proper planning in thh field. 

Poultry Marketing 3oard officials 
see the writing on the wall and are 
Increasing their efforts to control 
production. But surpluses keep pil- 
ing up. according to reports, at the 
rale of 12 to 13 million eggs per week. 

The current yearly quota for egg 
production, which should be 
equivalent to consumption. Is 1.2 
billion, eggs. Bit during the 'first 
quarter of the year there is a 
reported 120 million surplus. 

During the summer months, there 
is a seasonal drop in the laying 
capacity of the hen. This is also the 
time that production does, not meet 
demand, and surplus eggs are 
brought out of cold storage. Despite 
this, there ; still are more eggs than 
are needed. However, the PUB has 
not yet had to dip into its cold- 
storage "reservoir" of surplus eggs. 

T&’acov Doron, managing direc- 
tor of the PUB, said it was. not easy 
to enforce the egg quota policy on 
farmers, currently, villages es- 
tablished before 1948 have Urge 
quotas. Villages established after 
1948 have smaller quotas, and are 
forced- to over-produce. 

Then there is the problem of tbe

hilly region farmers, especially in 
the. Jerusalem Corridor and in the 
north. Outside of poultry they are un- 
able to produce much because of 
poor land. 

Today the PMB gives top p rio rity to 
the hilly regions, but it is b ring done 
st a slow pace. According to reports 
many- farmers purposely over- 
produce and sell them (called pop- 
ularly “grey eggs") to private 
merchants, and private citizens who 
come to the farm to buy fresh eggs. 

To tackle this illegal trafficking 
the PMB is taking steps as enforce- 
ment agencies abroad are doing to 
halt tbe traffic In illicit drugs. 

The FMB has hired a small private 
army of detectives. They wear un- 
iforms, carry guns, and their patrol 
jeeps are provided with radio 
transmitters. Since this unit became 
operational about six months ago, 
hundreds of thousands of illicit eggs 
and tons of chickens have been con- 
fiscated. 

The crux of the problem remains 
that after being caught nTU ^ their 
merchandise confiscated, the egg 
merchant and farmer are left off 
quite easy. According to the present 
law tbe maximum fine Is IU.OOO. 

Doron Is now trying to change the 
law so that such farmers and egg 


merchants will be liable to fines of 
up to IL50.000 (linked to the C-O-Lin- 
dex). He also wants to be em- 
powered to cancel the quota to a 
. -farmer who Is caught. 

From the Ministry The Post learn- 
ed that Sharon is for such tough 
measures, and that these proposals 
will become law in a short time. The 
Post also learned that the Ministry 
plans to hold periodically head 
counts of chickens in their coops, 
which will give a rough estimate of 
the production potential of the 
farmer, and if he Is trying to over- 
produce intentionally. 

Doron also pointed out that his 
detectives are also checking out the 
egg merchants. He explained that 
because of lax inspection in the past, 
some merchants graded eggs too 
high, making an extra profit of two 
to three agorot per egg. 

What is happening to all these sur- 
plus eggs? There are about 40 
million hi cold storage. The rest are 
being sold at a loss. A local egg 
powder plant Is buying about 30 
million at about four to five agorot 
per egg (consumers pay more than 
70 agorot per egg today). At this 
- price of four to five agorot per egg, 
the PMB has sold about 40 million 
eggs to the U.S. 

About 12 to 13 million eggs are be- 
ing sold to Iran at about 50 agorot 
each. 


Government boost would help 
brighten Solel Boneh’s future 


TEL AVIV. — Solel Boneb had a 
“fair” year In 1976, but prospects for 

1977 are not too bright, and those for 

1978 are even gloomy "unless the 
Government takes steps to revitalize 
and regulate the building industry," 
Shraga Kotin an, director-general of 
the gfant concern, said yesterday. 

Solel Boneh and Its affiliates 
carried out projects totalling 115.3b 
in 1976. "The consolidated profit 
after tax in 1978 was ILL59m. This is 
a 33 per cent Increase over 1975 — 
but taking the Inflationary spiral Into 
consideration, Solel Boneh just 
managed to hold its own," Rotman 

Moreover, he admitted that there 
had been a cut-back of work of about 
18 per cent Inside Israel daring 1978. 
However, this was more than offset 
by a 50 per cent Increase in work 
abroad in 1978. 

In 1976. work in 11 countries 
(which he declined to name) on four 
continents accounted for $ 200 m., or 
about 30 to 33 per cent of the com- 
pany's entire output-

More banking 
service in 
Arab sector

The sub-committee for banking 
branch offices of the Bank of Israel 
Advisory Council has decided to In- 
crease the number of bank branches 
in the Arab sector. 

Tbe Bank of Israel, which in 1976 
gave no further permits for new 
bank branch offices, now has decid- 
ed to authorize nine new branch of- 
fices in Arab localities. These are to 
be opened in 1978. 

There are 51 banking offices in the 
Arab sector today, mainly those of 
the Arab Bank, which is affiliated 
with Bank Leumi, Bank Hapoalim. 
and Barclays-Discount Bank. In 
localities with a population of more 
that 5.000, permits will he given for 
the opening of a second branch If 
there is already one. 

The committee also laid down 
criteria for the operation of mobile 
banking units. These are auto-banks 
which pass through localities a few 
times a week and provide villagers 
with banking services. Tbe United 
Mizrahi Bank started to operate 
such a unit in the area of the Shafir 
regional council in December 1978, 
with successful results. The Inten- 
tion is to expand this service now to 
other areas. The permits will be 
given for areas outside the coastal 
belt and will cover one or two 
regional council areas. 


Afore Arab oil for Japan 

NICOSIA (AP). — The Abu Dhabi 
National Oil Company ( Adobe) has 
agreed to sell Japan’s Mitsui Com- 
pany 15,000 barrels a day of crude oil 
over 61 days starting August 1, "The 
Middle East Economic Survey", 
reported yesterday . 

The new deal is in addition to the 
20,000 barrels a day which Mitsui Is 
already buying from Adnoc for the 
second half of 1977.

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Retreat in Paris 


THE DECISION of Uie French Government that the application 
of its newly-enacted anti-boycott law shall be suspended in one 
sector only, trade with the Arab Middle East, is so shocking as 
to raise the question whether the situation has not been bedevill- 
ed by a misunderstanding. 

The bill was voted into law six weeks ago — just before the 
U.S. Congress passed its legislation on the subject. France 
became the first country to place the Arab boycott squarely out- 
side the law. It must be said that the measure reflected the will 
of the Chamber of Deputies rather than the administration 
which, as In other countries, is inclined to soft-pedal initiatives 
of this kind. 

The act makes compliance with the boycott a penal offence. 
Guilty parties can be imprisoned, and that Includes civil ser- 
vants as well as businessmen; a fact which (apparently) put the 
wind up COFACE, the Government company that provides ex- 
port risk Insurance. 

They decided not to touch any business with the Arab Middle 
East, so as not to bum their fingers. Whether that was a pretext 
or not, the Government reacted promptly by exempting them 
(COFACE) from the obligations of the law as concerns trade 
with the Arab territories. “ 

This creates a position of tremendous confusion. If COFACE 
is exempt, are the merchants exempt also? Not only that: is the 
Government entitled to make this dispensation at all? As the 
Movement for Liberty of Trade (MLC) Is pointing out in an 
appeal to the French Council of State, the text of the law 
authorises exemption on two grounds only — respect for an in- 
ternational responsibility (e.g. the UN decision to boycott 
Rhodesia), and counter-action against any Government that 
should be restricting trade with France. 

Neither of these considerations prevail. What the French 
authorities have done Is to pass a law whose timing indicated 
(and the point was made by its sponsors) that It is a response to 
the Arab boycott — and then to cancel its application to the Arab 
boycott. 

The result is that, during a period when many countries are 
moving forward at a greater or lesser pace in a joint effort to 
eliminate the impact of boycott action on international trade, 
France is moving back. 

If this situation Is not amended, French exporters will find 
themselves endowed with a preferential status as against their 
American competitors, because they can sign boycott com- 
mitments that the Americans are not allowed to undertake. 

Other countries — West Germany, Canada, Britain — have 
hinte i that they are inclined to emulate the American example, 
each in his own way. If all Western Governments outlaw the 
boycott, it ceases for all practical purposes to exist. 

The French action threatens to revive a plague that was on Its 
way to being stamped out. It is to be hoped that this is not the 
end-objective that the Quai d'Orsay has in mind. 


Why a parade? 


MR. BEGIN'S government la still new enough to be accorded a 
reasonable quota of innocent mistakes. This is how Sunday's 
decision to hold a full-scale military parade next Independence 
Day should be viewed. Looking at it In such fashion should also 
mean that the decision should not be taken as irreversible. 

It is difficult to find one good argument for holding the parade 
except for the prospect that the Jeruaalem streets, which will be 
churned up by the tanks, will receive £ well-deserved 
asphalting. 

The parade — at an estimated ILlSQ-200 million — will he 
shockingly expensive; and this at a time when the army Is being 
urged to cut back on its fat and perhaps even on a little muscle. 
If a parade is not fat it is hard to define what is. It is heartening 
that the Minister of Defence, whose job it is, has seen fit to op- 
pose the decision on thi3 basis. 

The Defence Minister's view no doubt accurately, reflects 
what many in the army feel. Officers universally decry the time 
that Is lost from tight training schedules as a result of the 
demands of practising for the parade. Such practice has ab- 
solutely no bearing on the army's fighting ability, in 1978 as op- 
posed to 1919, 1957 or the euphoric year of 1B68 we no longer, have 
to pinch ourselves to remember that we have an army and how 


... •i.jjiuiw ~ o? tilt need cur power both 

before ourselves and before our enemies Is equally as spurious. 
A country whose citizen soldiers and their immediate families 
constitute such a large part of the population has no need for 
such vicarious exhibitions of military might. 

In his first few weeks in office, Mr. Begln's penchant for the 
histrionic and the symbolic has won him accolades both in the 
media and in public opinion here and abroad. The Prime 
Minister's advisers, however, should advise him that such 
public relations triumphs can turn into empty posturing which 
invites public derision, if overdone. 

There is still ample time to revise the decision and to Invest 
some more thought Into the unsol zed problem of how best to 
mark the anniversary of independence for a people that is still 
living in the first generation of Its national redemption. Pulling 
a military parade out of the hat is not an adequate answer to this 
problem.

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i RECENT STATEMENTS "on the 
Arab'-Israel dispute and other 
political manifestations e m anati n g 
from Washington have reflected the 
thinking of National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinskl to A degree 
which cannot be dismissed. Indeed, 
we are once again witnessing the 
primary role of the National Security 
Adviser In foreign affairs, and the 
secondary role assigned to the 
Secretary of State. Whether this 
state of affairs will continue la a 
matter of conjecture. But the Carter 
Administration's foreign policy vis- 
a-vis the Middle East bears the un- 
mistakeable imprint of Zbigniew 
Brzezinskl. 

It Is therefore of fundamental im- 
i portance for Israeli policy makers to 
understand Brzezinski’a positions 
since American policy concerning 
the Arab-lerael conflict reflect, to a 
great degree, his thinking. * 

During the course of President 
Carter's election campaign 
Brzeztoski was sent by then can- 
didate Jimmy Carter to explain to 
the American Jewish community hls 
conceptions, formulations and 
perceptions of what American policy 
In the Kiddie East ought to be. On a 
number of occasions, primarily at a 
session with the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organisations, and at a 
lengthy luncheon meeting with of- 
ficials of the Antl-Defamatlon 
League, Brzezlnakl repeated hls 
belief that any discussion of U.S. 
policy In the Middle East must begin 
with the American constant commit- 
ment to Israel based on a sense of 
American historical responsibility 
for the Holocaust, a position which he 
felt the American public fully un- 
derstands. 

Prior to 1973 the present National 
Security Adviser had not writ te n 
anything on the Middle East; he was 
known primarily as a Sovietologist 
' and refrained from involving himself 
In the quagmire of the American 
position In the Middle East. Follow- 
ing the Yom Kip pur War, Brzezinskl 
wrote three major articles on U.S. in- 
volvement In the Arab-lsrael con- 
flict.

'He went onto say in the ar- 
ticle that the: 

“attainment of true peace would 
require active TJ J5. participation. 
The reasons for this are simple. 
Without American Involvement, 
it is likely that the Arabs will be 
tempted by the mirage of Israel's 
destruction and that a portion of 
the Israeli population will con- 
tinue to advocate an expanded 
Israeli state. The United States, 
moreover. Is the only power that 
can bring effective pressure to 
bear in toe Middle East — and 
both the Arabs and the Israelis 
know it.” 

In Mi article in the Bummer 1978 
Issue of Foreign Policy, Brzezinskl 
called for “an overt American In- 
itiative,*' on the part of the TJ.S. to. 
spell out the general terms of a Wwi 
peace settlement “outlining both the 
substance of an eventual settlement 
and the required international, 
framework for it." As to the specifics 
of hls peace proposal, Brzezinskl out- 
lined hls ideas to the Council of 
Foreign Relations in January 1978. 
At that time, he called for “recogni- 
tion by all parties, especially Arab 
neighbours, of Israel's sovereignty 
and peace treaties establishing nor- 
mal relations; the creation of a 
demilitarized Palestinian state; the 
reinforcement of frontiers based 
largely on those existing in 19C7 by 
security zones; the retention of un- 
ited Jerusalem but with two capitals 
in it; and the U.S: guarantees for the 
above." In thi* statement Brzezlnakl 
reflected the thinking of the 
members of the BipoktogB Institute 
panel which later In the year Issued 



Its report on the Arab-lsrael dispute. 

During the course of Mr. Carter's 
campaign, It became clear to cam- 
paign officials that fears expressed 

to the Jewish community concerning 
the Carter position on the Middle 
East were hurting the Carter can- 
didacy. Brzezinskl as the candidate's 
foreign policy adviser was asked to 
explain hls positions to American 
Jewish leaders since his publicized 
positions left cause for concern In the 
American Jewish Community.

On June 24, we arrived at Ben- 
Gurion Airport. I waa requested to 
present my passport and was then 
asked, very politely, whether I was 
Jewish. When I answered that Iwas 
an Arab, my passport was taken to 
another officer and we were asked to 
go to a private room. We were ex- 
tremely disappointed by the way we 
were treated: our bodies and suit- 
cases were stripped and every item 
was thoroughly searched. I had 
brought an alarm clock for my 
father: it was taken apart and does 
not work. My wife and I had tears In 
our eyes, as we sat there for four 
long hours. 


If the objective was to humiliate 
me for being an Arab, they succeed- 
ed. Let us work together toward a 
better future and- more understan- 
ding.

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ONCE UPON A TIME, in the days 
before Hitler, the Jewish community 
of Frankfurt was known for its com- 
bination of Orthodox traditions and 
western civilization.

He saw a Jewish- 
looklng young man at the informa- 
tion stand at the railway station and 
said he would like to go to synagogue 
that evening. The young man 
recommended the synagogue in 
Khningstrssse and said, the service 
began at 4 p.m, 

“I thought this was a bit early, but 
arrived on time only to find the 
building locked. So I waited In the 
cold. Eventually, a gentleman turn- 
ed up and when I told him who I was 
and where I came from, he Invited 
me to, telling me he was the beadle 
fshamash). 

" I asked if I could attend a com- 
munal Seder. He said theirs was full 
up, and offered no alternative. He 
then took me to the less orthodox sec- 
tion of the synagogue and Introduced 
me to the president. I attended the 
service there, standing alone, very 
conspicuous in my blazer with the 
badges of the South African Ex- 
Servicemen’s League. 

“At the end of the service, not a 
single one of my so-called brethren 
had the courtesy to ask if I had 
somewhere to go for the Seder. 

"My message to this synagogue Is 
simply: never let a stranger walk 
out into a cold wet night like I had to 
do. The strength of our nation Ues in 
the fact that ‘yes, I am my brother's 
keeper'.”

Israelis who served as officers to 
the British Army during World War 
n and had to sit as judges in courts- 
martiaJ will probably remember one 
treasonable offence they were in- 
formed about (although none of the 
men fn their units was very likely to 
commit it). This was having extra- 
marital sexual relations with the 
daughter of the ruling monarch. 

The British Law Commission last 
week recommended, according to an 
Of ns report, that such statutes 
should he repealed and replaced by 
new legislation and that the existing 
laws on sedition should he abolished 
completely. They suggest that new 
laws should he introduced to deal 
with three different types of 
offences: treason In time of war; 
conduct aimed at overthrowing the 
legitimate government by force dur- 
ing peace time; and attempts 
against the personal safety of the 
monarch, the monarch’s consort and 
the heir to the throne. 

Only British subjects or people* 
voluntarily resident In Britain' 
should be tried for treason. "Lord 
Haw Haw" was executed for treason 

— even though he was an American 

— because he possessed a (falsely 
.obtained) British passport. 


BRITAIN'S Law Commission has 
recommended bringing up to date a 
number of the country's treason 
laws which, on the statute book, go 
far beyond selling military secrets to 


THE Hebrew University's ninth 
summer camp for high school pupils 
with a promising bent for science 
has just closed. Among the 53 
Israelis attending the camp were six 
Arabs (including one girl); seven 
youngsters from kibbutzim, and the 
rest from development towns and 
the cities. Twenty-one American 
teenagers also participated. 

The youngsters worked In 
laboratories under the Instruction of 
Hebrew University scientists In the 
fields of physics, mathematics, com- 
puter science, chemistry, zoology, 
botany, genetics, microbiology and 
immunology. 


Sir, — In your Knesset report of 
July 21, you cite Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg to the effect that rape 
"suspects were convicted in 85 to 90 
per cent of the files opened." 

A study conducted some years ago 
at the Institute of Criminology In 
Jerusalem revealed that, of the files 
opened by the police, only 18 percent 
resulted in conviction of the offence 
complained about, with a further 16 
per c ent resulting in conviction for a 
lesser offence. The Minister was 
probably referring to the percentage 
of court files resulting In conviction 
— but most of the police files are 
never in fact brought to court, since 
the prosecuting authorities see little 
chance at conviction. 

' The reason for this stems from the 
legal requirement which precludes 
conviction for a sex offence without 
corroboration of the complaint. This 
requirement was designed to protect 
innocent suspects, but has come un- 
der fire from women's liberation 
movements. 

It is to be hoped that the Knesset 
committee to which the matter has 
been referred will concentrate on the 
problem of bringing suspects to trial, 
as well as the even more urgent 
problem of the welfare and treat- 
ment of victims, rather than In- 
voking the tempting but ineffective 
formula of raising penalties.

Middle East. The U.S. -Israel 
relationship, according to 
Brzezlnakl, will necessarily remain 
Intimate and different from the UJ3.- 
. Arab relationship, simply because of 
America's traditional attitude to 
Israel. Yet, this need not be a bar to a 
complementary U.S. -Arab 
relationship.
